WHO IS THAT KNOCKING? 





Let Us Attract The Attention of Heaven

We will take up the last thought of 
the text we have written on for the 
last two weeks. 

Ask and it shall be given, seek and 
ye shall find, knock and it shall be 
opened. We will notice the thought 
of knocking. 

Several years ago we went to a Ccer- 
tain home in Knoxville, Tennessee 
the door was shut, we knocked but 
there was no response. We decided 
to look through the window, thinking 
that the lady of the house might be 
in the kitchen, to our surprise we 
discovered the lady and her little 
daughter crouched in the corner of 
the front room, she was _ surprised 
that we had found her, and did some 
real apologizing for not opening the 
door. She said “I thought that you 
were a book agent.” Anyway she saw 
that we were persistent in our ef- 
fort to get in. 


Jesus says, “knock and it shall be 
opened.” Our persistent knocking 
gained an entrance for us also a few 
hours of friendly visiting and at last 
but not least a good dinner. 

There are many good things in 
store for those who persist in knock- 
ing at the door of hope and mercy. 
“Knock and it shall be opened.” 
Jesus did not say how often we should 
knock or how long that we should 
stay at the door waiting for an en- 
trance, but I am persuadeq that He 
meant that we should knock and con- 
tinue to knock until He came and 
opened the door and dealt to us the 
things of our desire. 

Sometimes some of God’s children 
knock as little children playing with 
the housewife. We have known of 
children playing on this line, they 
would go to a door and knock, then 
run away, they didn’t want or need 
anything but were only playing with 
the woman of the house. Haven’t you 
known of some of God’s children do- 
ing like this? They run up to the door 
of Heaven, hope and mercy and there 
knock for a few minutes then if the 
Lord seemed to delay His coming 
they would hasten away to the arm 
of flesh. O that God’s children would 
learn to be persistent in prayer, 
knocking until the Lord opens. He 
said “knock and it shall be opened.” 
Do we believe it? Surely none of God’s 
children will be so unfaithful as to 
doubt His statements concerning this. 

We remember a certain dog that 
had more persistence than some peo- 
ple have. When we were only a small 
boy our little dog “Rover” would 
come to the door on cold nights, he 
wouldn’t whine or scratch, but he 
would knock, then wait awhile, then 
knock again. Often, we, thinking that 
it was some person knocking, would 
open the door then the little dog 
would come trotting in, wagging his 
tail, seeming to say, “I am so glad 
to get to a good warm fire.” How did 
this little, insignificant dog get to 
enjoy the comforts of the good fire 
during cold nights? It was because of 
his persistency in knocking. 

Persistency Enioined 

Jesus has given to us the example 
of importunity by a certain woman 
going so often to an unjust judge that 
she might be avenged of her adver- 
sary. Perhaps she went day after day 
and knocked at his office door, on 
being admitted she would lay her 
case before the unjust judge. He was 
known as an unjust judge, perhaps 
never dealing justly with the people. 
Perhaps the woman had knocked so 
often at his door that he had come 





to think that every time’ anyone 
knocked it was the woman, so he de- 
cided that in order that he be not 
bothered with her, he would grant 
her petition. Jesus has given this ex- 
ample to show to us how that we may 
get the attention of our Heavenly 
Father. 

If an unjust judge will hear the con- 
tinual knocking and pleading of a 
poor woman what will the Judge of 
all the earth do for His elect that cry 
unto Him day and night? Can we dis- 
countenance the fact that the ear of 
our Lord is open to the cry of His 
children? Nay, verily our God is as 
likely to hear the fervent cry of His 
children today as at other times. The 
Bible gives us a record of many oc- 
casions of answered prayer. Also there 
are many testimonies in modern days 
of real, definite answer to the prayers 
of God’s children. Then why should 
we hesitate to knock at the door of 
Heaven?

“A king sitting with his council, 
deliberating on high affairs of state 
involving the destiny of nations, when 
suddenly he hears the sorrowful cry 
of his little child, who has _ fallen 
down or been frightened by a wasp;

Text.—1 Cor. 16:18 


Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong. 

A few words of warning against 
negligence. 


We want to notice this word of our 
text “faith,” which is, of course the 
main and most important part of 
our text. But we notice there is a 
duty enjoined upon us before standing 
fast in the faith, and that is “watch 
ye, stand fast.” Now of course we 
would have to be in the faith before 
we could stand in it. The prophet 
says in Jeremiah 6:16.

PERFECTING 
HOLINESS 


Text—2 Cor. 7:1 

Having therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God. 

The thought we wish to get to your 
minds first is that holiness is pro- 
gressive, or to be perfected. Paul 
here says, Let us cleanse ourselves 
(he includes himself) and perfect 
holiness. Now if Paul felt the need of 
oor more holy, I am sure we all 

o. 

Ist. We want to bring out where 
the experience of holiness begins. We 
Say holiness begins in regeneration 
or the new birth, or in other words 
when a man is born again he has be- 
gun in heart purity. Blessed are the 
pure in heart for they shall see God. 
Heb. 12:14. Follow peace with all men 
and holiness without which no man 
shall see the Lord. So you see a man 
that is born again has the first work 
of grace or holiness in his heart, mak- 
ing the man justified from his sins. 

We now quote from 1 John 3:9 
Whosoever is born of God doth not 
commit sin for his seed remaineth in 
him and he cannot sin, because he is 
born of God.” 1 John 5:18. We know 
that whosoever is born of God sinneth 
not, but he that is begotten of God 
keepeth himself, and that wicked one 
toucheth him not as long as he keeps 
himself. What about sanctification as 
a second definite work of grace, or 
holiness, 2 Peter 3:18 says “Grow in 
grace.” The text says “Perfect holi- 
ness.” So we see holiness is progres- 
sive after we become holy. But if we 
walk in the light as he is the light 
we have fellowship one with another 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his son 
cleanseth us from all sin. 1 John 
1:7. So you see beloved, as we get 
light on holiness we must walk in it. 
Every man that is really born of God 
soon finds out that he needs more 
grace or holiness, or the Adamic sin 
taken out. Paul, in giving a descrip- 
tion of a man that has been born 
again or regenerated says: “For I de- 
light in the law of God after the in- 
ward man, but [ see another law in my 
members (flesh) warring against the 
law of my mind and bringing me in- 
to captivity to the law of sin, which 
is in my members, or flesh. O 
wretched man that I am, who shall 
deliver me from the body of this 
death.” 


“I thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” Here he realized that Je- 
sus could deliver him from this dead 
body (inbred sin). So then with the 
mind, I myself, serve the law of God, 
but with the flesh the law of sin. 
Rom. 7:22, 23, 24, 25. Thank God we 
can be delivered. These Scriptures 
plainly show that there is sin in the 
flesh of a regenerated man, or rather 
the heart prompts his members to ac- 
tion. The Adamic sin is called in the 
Bible “the carnal mind, the olq man.” 
Some say, “inbred sin.” Now provision 
was made in the atoning blood of Je- 
sus to take out this sin and this is 
where a second work of grace is very 
necessary. 

Jesus prayed in the 17th chapter of 
St. John for God to sanctify His dis- 
had 
told His disciples before this that 
their names were written in Heaven. 
Luke 10:22. This is plain proof that 
they had been born again or regen- 
erated before this time and Jesus 
now prays for them to the Father to 
sanctify them, or that the blood of 
Jesus might be applied to take out the 
Adamic sin. Some say we will never 
become sanctified until we die, but 
say Brother, that was the very rea- 
son that Jesus sheq His blood on the 
Cross. Heb. 13:12. 

“Wherefore Jesus also that He 
might sanctify the people with His 
own blood, suffered without the gate.” 
Heb. 10:7. By the which will we are 
sanctified by a second work of grace, 
or holiness. 

Say, Brother if you have been born 
again, God wills that you be sancti- 
fied. Jesus prayed and shed His blood 
on Calvary that you might be sancti- 
fied. Why not reconsecrate and go 
down before God for this wonderful 
cleansing from sin in the flesh and
